after it bad been embalmed.

orated this testimony, comparing the 
smell'of the beef to the odor about a 
dissecting, room. 


The day brought out a proposition 


from General Milei to supply the court 
the names of a large number of wit- 
nesses-that he had in fact offered the 
official reports' of 140 offictn ai tw- 
tlraony but that the court had not In- 
dicated its acceptance of them.

that any chemicals had been used on 
the beef which the Colonel had hnnjr 
In tha sun.

Panama, locking it up in a bottle in 
a portmanteau. 
He had given the 


specimen no treatment, except to re- 
movt: the frit ny filtering through row 
rdtton. 
Apkfd if he was still as much 


cnnvinrert a? when he made his report 
VR, tlw quaiity o£ the beef he said: "I 
Jim stronger in my convictions than I 
over wns, it ^m the upnsollcited evi- 
dence that has come to me since th« 
report was made."

"I have the honor to enclose a list of 


witnesses, all of whom will give ma- 
terial and pertinent testimony in the 
matter now being Inquired into, and 
the end that the whole truth may he 
arrived at, I respectfully, but urgently 
rt-Quest that these witnesses be called 
and examined in the order in which 
their names appear, or. If it is fniim 
impossible to secure their presence 
that their testimony be obtained bs 
other usual methods. 


"As far ns it ran be now determines 


in view of the facts that have already 
ln-en presented and will soon he 
sented, it is not that any additions 
testimony will be required; I reserve 
however, the privilege of adding to th 
above mentioned list such other wit 


nesses as may be necessary hereafter 
in case of new development*.

General Miles' proposition did not In- 


clude the acceptance of the reports of 
the officers aa testimony, but the sug- 
gestion was made by Major Lee tn bis 
behalf. 


After Dr. Daly had completed bis tes- 


timony. Major Lee tubmltted a writ- 
ten request from General Miles for ad- 
mission of the official reports of 147 
men. representing twenty-six regi- 
ments, as testimony. 
It was stated 


that these reports all bore upon the 
question of the character of beet sup- 
plied to the army and were pertinent to 
the Inquiry. It was also stated by Ma- 
jor Lee that General Miles had at yes- 
terday's session of the court submit- 
ted the names of 125 officers and enlist- 
ed men whom he desired to have the 
court summon aa witnesses. 
Dr. Ed- 


win I. Nlcodcmus of Philadelphia, a 
surgeon In tho Porto Rlcan campaign, 
testified that both the canned roast and 
refrigerator beef were very unsatis- 
factory. The latter beef on the trans- 
port Mississippi was suggestive of the 
dissecting room, the odor being char- 
acteristic of an embalmed body. Some 
of the men after eating it had manifest- 
ed symptoms' of ptomaine poisoning. 
He inferred that the beet had under- 
gone chemical treatment because the 
taste and smell were different from the 
normal taste and smell of meat. 


During- the afternoon the board sent 


a reply to General Miles, saying it 
would take the matter of his proposi- 
tion to supply more witnesses under 
consideration, but intimating that the 
board had not required his testimony 
relating to the canned beet 


General Mile* sent another letter In 


answer to this. In which he calltd at- 
tention to the letter he wrote early in 
the proceeding* of the board, saying 
that the Inquiry was not only of gre*t 
Importance, Involving the health and 
life of the army, but that the honor ot 
the service was at stake. He added that 
25,000 men and no doubt many more 
could give evidence substantiating the 
assertion that the meat was unfit to 
eat and he expressed the hope that out 
of this number 131 men, whose names 
he had submitted, would be allowed to 
testify. 
Miles suggested that those 


who had evidence to give might an- 
swer a set ot Interrogatories prepared 
by the board If it was found impracti- 
cable to bear them orally.

The commission desires to assure the 


people of the Philippine islands of the 
cordial goodwill and fraternal feeling 
which Is entertained for them by the 
President of thp United States and by 
the American people. The aim and ob- 
ject of the American sovernment,apart 
from the fulfillment of the solemn ob- 
ligations it 1ms assumed toward the 
family of nations by the'acceptance of 
sovereignty over the Philippine Islands, 
Is the. well-being:, prosperity and happi- 
ness of the Philippine people and their 
elevation and advancement to a posi- 
tion among the most civilized peoples 
of the world.

The situation was serious.

nly to protect the people against the 


results of this political corruption. 


It is shallow, indeed, to try to make 


an issue out of opposition to trusts on 
the sole ground that they cheat an*! 
bribe. 
Those of them that cheat theii 


own investors will collapse, those tha.1 
squeeze the consumer cannot maintain 
their monopoly, and trade conditionr 
will destroy them both without any aid 
'rom politics. 
Bribery by trusts is nr 


different from other bribery. 
The onlj 


emedy Is to elect honest men to office, 
ifld this-, need would not be changed 
or lessened by the disappearance or 
every trust. 


If there is any trust problem, it is not 


caused by the dishonest but by the hon- 
est or "legitimate" trusts. 
The others 


will hang themselves fast

without help, but these are the mosi 
striking feature of recent economic de- 
velopment, and threaten to undermine 
our whole social system.

It is believed that deseitions will soon 
deplete the army of Agulnaldo to little 
or nothing.

the directors of the California Raisin 
Grower*' Association and the packers, 
as finally agreed 
upon by Messrs. 


Kearney an d Griffin, which will be 
now formally submitted to the packers 
for their approval: 


This agreement, made and entered 


1899, by and 
between the California Raisin Growers'
